Issue immediately the following orders: 


1. Complete by a mobilization order the First and Second Armies to war strength, 


Completion is to be carried out with personnel, Other Ranks and Officers 
as Well as with materiel as follows: 


&, Bhe Ord and 7th and 2nd Divisions of the Firet Army shall be compl ected 
by the following units: 


(1) Lhe 7th Infantry Division of the First Army to be reinforced bys 
units of the mountain artillery; 

units of attack-cavalry and light armored units

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(2) The Secend and Third Divisions must be reinforced by unite of the 
yvadio service, sapper units and railway units.

a. The core of the Second Infantry Division mst be ordered to the city 
of Vidin, on the right bank of the River Damibe and must be kept on the alert. 


£, To support the Second Infantry Division oliroraft of the Leth Jet 
Squadron, from Base MNS in Funfkirchen, in Hungery, Will be deployed. 


3, The Third Infantry Division of the First Army mst be ordered into 
the area 150 kilometers from the town of Vidin, to the south=south-east 
and deploy it in battle positions according to the deployment-pian,

a, Into the battle stations of this Third Infentry Division reinforcements 
of mountain artillery unite are also to be ordered, for the needs of their 
being anployed in action. 


4, Issue immediate orders to the Seventh Infavtry Division of the First . 
Army to take up battle positions in the tributary area of the Struma river, 
on the Western foot hills of the uss Alla range, according to the dep] oyment 
plen which has been previously given to youe 


by Units of this Division must take up pesitions other than described 
by the operational plans, along the right benk of the Struma rivers up to 
ge distance of 12 kilometers from the Greck frontiers. Units of the Left 
wing of this 7th Dirision,~ this mist be observed,~mast not approach the 
Greek frontiers to less than 12 kilometers. 


ce, The Seventh Division of the First Army will be supported in action 


by aircraft of the 73rd Jet Squedren from the air base for jet-propel led 
pivoraft KNG in Sofia (m-xrimum capacity 600-720 machines ).

4. All positions of the various units and of entire corps of this First 
Army will be kept strictly secret. 


2, ALL units dislocated in the above mentioned areca must be maintained 
in a state of alert until further orders. 


8. Armament of these units is to be brought to war strength. ALL these 
unite met be supplied with sufficient fuel and machines to be kopt 
iu a state permitting immediate start.

-$» Headquarters of the First and Second Army as well as the different 
divisional staffs are subordinated to the commend of a mamber of 
the Advisory Corps, or his deputy. These members are equipped with 
accurate instructions from the Advisory Corps or with instructions 
frou the General Staff of the Red Army. 


6 Issue orders concerning the supor-ordination of these members of 
the Advisory Corps, or their deputies. 
ALL orders become effective on cume 23rd at 2400 hours. They are 
velid until revocetiont. 


7 Reports on fulfillment of these orders must bo made immediately, 
25X1A ints not later than June 23rd, 12 otclocks 


rg The order given above appears to contain certain discrepancies 

that may reflect on its authenticity. For example there are no Glevations on 

Bulgaria as high as that given for Elevation Point 4487 (see paragraph 25 &)o 
tt is Likewise most unusual to describe a geographical point as being "19 
‘ilometers north of the 44th parallel”. The town of Pesos is never called 
Punfkirchen in Magyar or any slavonic language, it is the old German name 
of this city. This order is dated 27 June, but was to come inte effect at 
midnight on 23 June; hovever, units were to report execution of orders twelve 
hours before that time. 
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
